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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1-5 is the inclusion of the 
limitation of a printed monopole antenna comprising an adjust arm protruding 
perpendicularly from an elongate length of the third conductive arm towards the first 
conductive arm. It is this limitation found in each of the claims, as it is claimed in the 
combination, that has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record 
which makes these claims allowable over the prior art. 

Wong et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,650,296) teaches the microwave substrate 
includes a first surface and a second surface. The first horizontal radiating metallic line 
is printed on the first surface. The second horizontal radiating metallic line is printed on 
the first surface. Wherein the first horizontal radiating metallic line and the second 
horizontal radiating metallic line respectively intersect the vertical radiating metallic line 
at different positions. The feeding point is disposed on the vertical radiating metallic line. 
However, Wong et al. does not disclose or suggest an adjust arm protruding 
perpendicularly from an elongate length of the third conductive arm towards the first 
conductive arm.
